By Population 
Is Proposed 


WASHINGTON <LPP-A «mv 
mission represent.'n* federal, state 
and local governments recom­ 
mended Sunday that both houses 
of state legislatures be appor­ 
tioned strictly by population. 
It reported, however, that a 
* strong minority” favored allow­ 
ing some des anon from a popu­ 
lation basis for one hoi*#, par­ 
ticularly if the voters approved 
some other basis 
Those views rf legislative As­ 
tricting came from the advisory 
^commission on mtergov emerita! 
relations. Set up by federal law 
the 26-mfmbcr commis? on in­ 
cludes six members rf Cor.areas, 
three from the federal executive 
branch, four governors and other 
state and local officials 
At a meeting th s month, the 
commission studied the implica­ 
tions of the lr S Supreme Court 
decision last spring asserting that 
the courts have power to compel 
fair legislative apportionment. 
While dividing on the question 
rf apportionment solely on a popu­ 
lation basis, the commission an­ 
nounced that these other recom­ 
mendations were approved with­ 
out dissent 
—State and federal courts should 
limit themselves to ruling on th# 
constitut.orality rf apportionment 
plans and should not attempt to 
write the plans 
—State constitutions s h o u l d 
clearly provide for legislation ap­ 
portionment 
—In nouses apportioned by pop­ 
ulation. the maximum deviation 
between districts should be IO per 
cent 
—State constitutions sh o u I d 
make the legislatures responsible 
for reapportionment but should 
provide for action by an indepen­ 
dent agency if the legislature fails 
to act in accord *ith constitution­ 
al requirements. 
—Constitutions should provide 
how often legislature* should be 
redistricted and give state courts 
power to review the actioa 
—The voters should be free to 
decide whether an apportionment 
plan should be kept or changed.
